the state’s road salt near Fish Brook is contributing : 
to the contamination of the town’s drinking water : 
supply. The salt is used to keep highways safe dur- :

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Road rage allegedly leads to 1-495 fatality 


Deadly accident in Andover lands woman in court to face felony charges

Officials are calling it a “cat-and-mouse” 
game of road rage that left one driver dead on 
Interstate 495 Friday afternoon, and has another 
driver facing felony charges for leaving 
of an accident resulting in death 

Police said the incident started as a minor col- 
lision on Interstate 93, but ultimately resulted in 
the death of 21-year-old Derek Cataldo of Haver- 
hill. Police said, prior to Cataldo’s accident, they 
received 911 cellular phone calls from witnesses 
reporting alleged road rage. State Police said they 
were in pursuit of Cataldo’s white Chevrolet 
Blazer and a red Toyota Celica driven by Myrta 
Diaz of Lawrence. But by the time they caught 
up with Cataldo’s vehicle it had crashed into the 
trees in the highway median on 1-495 in Andover 
Cataldo’s body was thrown from the vehicle, and 
through the windshield. He was pronounced dead 
on the scene, about five feet from his SUN 

Andover Deputy Fire Chiet James Dolan, who 
responded to the scene, said Cataldo died on 
impact. “The severity of the crash was so extreme 
the vehicle was almost broken

“There's a sense of pride with 
ownership, and I’m just glad | 
found this.” said Harkins, who 
has gutted the house, removed 
the outside shingles, built an 
addition on the back, replaced all 
the windows and plans to put a 
fireplace in his office 

The makeover prompted one 
business neighbor to quip, 
“What are there, like four pieces 
of original wood left?” Harkins 
said 

That's not far from the truth 

Harkins is “getting all the 
bells and whistles” with his new 
office space, and he insists that 
sinking thousands of dollars into 
his new downtown digs makes 
“sound, economic sense.” 

“That building at 15 Chestnut 
St. sold for about $850,000 and 
it's about the same size.” he said 
“Lawyers bought it, but for inde- 
ig th sider me, that’s way 
too much money. I’m thrille od 
with this house ... It’s close to the 
street, has six rele spaces in 
back and has a village effect. I 
really like it.” 

Other Andover small-busi- 
ness owners are also happy for 
Harkins, as they are well aware 
of the financial and zoning barn- 
ers that keep their businesses out 


er a downtown address, even 
though I had my eyes open. 
There is nothing for sale down- 
town and even if there is, it’s too 
expensive and I couldn’t have 
afforded it,” said Mark Spencer, 
who bought a historic building 
outside the immediate down- 
town. He purchased 100 School 
St, near the railroad tracks, for 
his Carriage House Photography 
business. 

“Who can afford to buy 
downtown, except lawyers? Not 
many of us (small-business own- 
ers), said Spencer, who also 
lives in Andover. 

He would like to see Andover 
ease up on zoning laws and 
establish “mixed use” zoning in 
the downtown area. But town 
officials like zoning just the way 
it is. “We know GB (general 
business) zoning downtown is 
valuable.” said planning director 
Steve Colyer. “But, we're not 
making any more. 

“Zoning is what it is,” he said. 

Harkins cited a downtown

The 
listing real estate broker agreed. 

“I confirm what he is saying.” 
said realtor Carla Burns. “The 
house is right on the line. The 
house next door is zoned GB and 
it went for about $900,000.” The 
house she is listing at 73 Park St. 
is on the market for $445,000. 

“He got GB and it’s a gem,” 
Burs said of the Harkins house. 
“It really is a gem.” 

While downtown is consid- 
ered hot real estate by many, the 
lack of parking cools those fires 
for other small-business owners 
such as Dick Sumberg. who 
operates his financial consulting 
business on Railroad Street. 

“If I were looking to buy a 
building, it would not be down- 
town,” said Sumberg, who also 
lives in town. “I would get one 
with easy accessible parking.” 

Downtown offers a three- 
pronged problem in his eyes — 
it’s too crowded, there’s no park- 
ing and a business like his sim- 
ply does not need downtown vis- 
ibility. It wouldn’t work for him. 

But it clearly works for 
Harkins. He’s already excitedly 
making plans for a July 4th 
office-warming party. “My plan

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SELECTMEN’S RACE 


Who supports more for schools? |

Local elections are just 
weeks away. But candidates for 
selectmen remain somewhat 
reluctant to reveal how they feel 
about the town manager's rec- 
ommended budget for the 
school department. Schools 
Superintendent Claudia Bach 
has said she needs $1.5 million 
more than the town manager is 
recommending to run the 
schools. 

Specifically, Selectmen 
Chairman John Hess, Select- 
man Ray Hender and chal- 
lenger Alex Vispoli were asked, 
“Do you think the schools need 
more money than the town 
manager is recommending?” 

Hess offered the clearest 
answer. 

“Yeah, it does appear they 
do,” said Hess. “Apparently at 
this point they do need more 
money.” 

Hess said until he sees the 


School Committee's Monday 
night, March 8, presentation, 
the dollar figure that will best fit 
the needs of the school is not 
completely clear. He said he is 
interested in hearing what cuts 
could be made as well as rev- 
enue-generating ideas. 

“They are asking for $1.3 
million or $1.5 million, but until 
we have that discussion, I won't 
know how much,” said Hess. 

Vispoli and Hender both said 
they wanted to hold back on a 
solid answer until they had 
more information. 

“I want to see the plan. It’s 
the responsible thing to do,” 
said Vispoli. 

Vispoli would not comment 
on which way he is leaning, but 
said he is aware of the large dif- 
ference between the town man- 
ager’s and superintendent's rec- 
ommended budgets. 

Vispoli said education is one 
of the “top priorities” of the 
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town, and he believes a lot of 
work went into making a bud- 
get for the schools that main- 
tained a high level of service. | 

“I have confidence that the | 
School Committee and the | 
superintendent have submitted a | 
plan that ensures quality educa- 
tion for our children,” said Vis- | 
poli. “I think the process has to | 
clearly play itself out.” 

“If you were to ask me that | 
question about any municipal 
department, I would give you 
the same answer.” said Hender. 
“I would reserve judgment on 
that until they have had a 
chance to present their budget. I 
think that question is prema- 
ture.” 

Hender said he researches 
thoroughly before making a 
decision. 

He said he wants to keep an 
open mind before taking a stand 
on whether the schools need 
more money.

Calls warned of rage before crash

prior to the crash, said Dolan. 
He said the 911 calls from wit- 
nesses indicated the incident 
was a result of “cat-and-mouse” 
road rage. 

For hours, traffic on 1-495 
remained backed up for miles, 
as drivers looked at the roped off 
crime scene and the horrific 
sight of Cataldo’s Chevy Blazer. 
The windshield frame and roof 
had collapsed, and the passen- 
ger’s side door had been peeled 
off. One of the vehicles travel- 
ing in a slow procession up to 
the scene contained Cataldo’s 
mother and fiancee. State police 
told reporters on the scene not to 
Say anything to the victim's 
family when they stopped at the 
sight of the crash. According to 
police. Cataldo’s mother asked 
what kind of car was involved 
and said she had been looking 
for her son. Before she arrived, 
she was not aware that the crash 
she was approaching was fatal 
or involved her son. 

Ryan said Myrta Diaz, 26, 
was arrested at her Lawrence 
home about an hour later on Fri- 
day night for leaving the scene 
of a fatal accident, a felony 
charge. “The possibility exists 
for more charges.” Ryan said 
hours after the incident. 

On Monday. Judge Stephen 
Ostrach read the additional 
charges in a Lawrence District 
courtroom. Diaz is also being 
charged with operating to 
endanger. speeding, and leaving 
the scene of an accident with 
property damage. 

According to Steve O’Con- 
nell. district attorney's office 
spokesman, Diaz has posted the 
$2.000 cash bail set by the 
judge 

A pretrial conference is 
scheduled for April 9.

Ryan said the “cat-and- 
mouse” incident began when 
neither vehicle pulled over after 
a minor collision on I-93.

Veterans housing

Andover Fire Lieu- 
tenant Michael O'Neill 
pushed his shovel into the 
ground and lifted out a 
pile of dirt, marking the 
location of what will 
become Evan W. O'Neill 
Memorial Hall, apart- 
ments for homeless and 
disabled veterans. 

The hall will be built 
in honor of Michael 
O’Neill’s son, Private 
First Class Evan O'Neill, 
19, who was killed in 
combat in Afghanistan on 
Sept. 29. He was awarded 
Bronze Star for Valor for 
his bravery and sacrifice, 
and a Purple Heart. Evan 
O'Neill is believed to 
have saved the lives of at 
least 20 American sol- 
ders. 

Within a few weeks of 
their son’s death, the 
O’Neills were 
approached about naming 
the new veteran facility 
after their son. 

John Ratka, assistant 
director of Veterans Northeast Out- 
reach Center Inc., came up with the 
idea after plans for the veterans hous- 
ing had stalled a bit after 18 months. 
Ratka said the board of directors 
unanimously approved naming the 
home after Evan O'Neill, and it kept 
the ball rolling on the project. Ratka 
said he is hoping construction will be 
finished in November. 

“When we learned of the loss of 
Evan, it was just something that came 
to me. I think it’s really important that 
we pay tribute as quickly as we can. 
We need to honor these folks who put 
their lives on the line and pay the ulti- 
mate sacrifice. It’s just the right thing 
to do,” said Ratka. 

Once the building is complete, 10 
one-bedroom apartments will be open 
to homeless and disabled veterans. 

“Evan was always right up front to 
help anyone in need, and if he were 
here today, he'd be the first to say, 
‘What can I do to help?’ That’s the 
way he was, always on point no mat- 
ter what the situation,” Michael 
O'Neill told the crowd of about 100 
people attending the ground-breaking 
ceremony last Friday on Beacon 
Street in Haverhill. 

The event was emotional for many

The thought of their son being 
cold in a distant land lingered with 
Evan O’Neiil’s parents in the weeks 
following his death.

‘The last thing he said to my wife 
was how cold it was, how cold and 
dark,” said Michael O'Neill. “She 
doesn’t want to see another veteran 
cold. She said that no veteran will 
ever be cold again.” 

Michael O’Neill said hundreds of 
women are now on board with his 
wife's quilt-making mission, and 
many of these homemade blankets 
have already reached their intended 
destination and are keeping veterans 
warm. The women will supply quilts 
for the veterans who move into the 
Evan W. O'Neill Memorial Hall 
when it opens. 

“If he had to die, that’s the way he 
would have wanted to do it. He 
walked point in life, not just in the 
Army,” said Michael O’ Neill. “All 
and all he was just a good kid. They 
say the good die young. I guess they 
do.”

Andover in the state primary 
. Local voters choose Kerry

By a landslide, US Sen. John Kerry of Massa- 


chusetts won over the majority of Andover resi- 
dents who made it to the polls on Tuesday to vote 
in the Democratic primary. This reflected the 
mood in the state, and in most other states voting 
on Super Tuesday, as Kerry claimed victory in 
nine of the 10 states involved. 

According to Randy Hanson, town clerk, 3,445 
Andover residents voted in the presidential pri- 
mary. She said that represents 18 percent of regis- 
tered voters in town. Most of those people, 3,053, 
voted in the Democratic primary.

Class-time solution will cost less than expected

Just how will Andover 
High School meet the state’s 
mandate to supply students 
with more classroom time? 
School officials have not 
nailed down all the details yet, 
but it appears the solution will

School leaders are waiting 


on Andover High School stu- 
dents to choose their fall 
schedules and for the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Edu- 
cation to make a final ruling 
before making any changes to 
the superintendent's request. 
which asked for $692,026 to 
meet the DOE mandate 
Superintendent Claudia Bach 
said the budget is still being 
reviewed by the School Com- 
mittee and open to change. 
The Dt oa directed Bach to 


increase classroom hours at 
Andover High School in 
December to meet with state 


mandates. Andover must offer 
high school students 990 
hours of class time by Sep- 
tember 2004. Only 868 hours 
were offered in September 
2003 

The school system sent a 
plan to the DOE in December 
to hire seven teachers this 
semester and 12 more in the 


fall. But AHS Principal Peter 
Anderson announced last 
week that he would need 12 
regular education teachers in 
total. He estimated the reduc- 
tion would save $150,000 to 
$200.000 from what he origi- 
nally requested to satisfy the 
Stale, 

Anderson announced the 
change at a budget forum last 
week aimed at discussing 
ways to close a $1.5 million 
gap between the amount the 
town manager says 1s avail- 
able to the schools, and the 
superintendent's budget 
request. 

Anderson has already hired 
the equivalent of three full- 
time teachers this semester. 
Two of the teachers are new 
full-time hires, an art teacher 
and a film teacher. The rest of 
the hours were used to hire 
back a physical education 
teacher part-time who was 
laid off last year and add more 
hours to another part-time 
physical education teacher. 

Bach said Anderson has 
added as many courses to the 
spring schedule as student 
openings allowed. “All the 
kids who want a particular 
course aren't necessarily 
available. That doesn’t mean 
we don’t want the courses,” 
said Bach. Bach said a full 


rescheduling would have 
required closing the school for 
two to three days. 

Bach said the DOE must 
also accept Andover’s plan, 
and discussions are continu- 
ing. Bach received more ques- 
tions from the DOE on the 
AHS plan on Monday and 
expected to meet with Ander- 
son yesterday, Wednesday. 
“We're still looking for some 
clarity on study halls,” said 
Bach. 

Anderson said last week he 
has been negotiating with the 
Andover teachers union to 
arrange for teachers to super- 
vise a form of study hall 
called a directed study, which 
qualifies as learning time, he 
said. He has also been meet- 
ing with state Department of 
Education officials in recent 
weeks. 

Bach said her entire budget 
is still on the table for 
changes. “I think this commit- 
tee will thoughtfully go 
through the budget and per- 
haps suggest changes. It’s 
their prerogative,” said Bach.

Anderson's announcement 
was the only surprise at last 
week’s nighttime budget 
forum, co-sponsored by the

Move to encourage public input 


Pilot program material available for parents’ comments 


By Ben Hellman 

New educational materials 
being using as part of several 
ongoing Andover pilot pro- 
grams are available to interested 
parents, and the Andover 
schools are soliciting parental 
response. This is one of several 
School Committee-driven deci- 
sions in recent weeks that has 
invited public input on the run- 
ning of the schools. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Marcia O'Neil and others say 
the moves are not a response to 
criticism over perceived past 
practices, most notably the com- 
mittee’s decision to keep secret 
an agreement to extend the 
superintendent’s contract three 
years. 

Andover High School is try- 
ing out three textbooks for two 
freshmen science courses this 
semester, says O'Neil. All six 
elementary schools are involved 
in a pilot using three new text- 
books for the kindergarten to 
grade 2 social studies program. 

The high school science 
courses piloting the texts are 
Earth Science and Ecology, and 
Physical Science. O'Neil says 
the grade nine science curricu- 
lum has been under review for 
the last few years. Freshmen 
typically take two science cours- 
es, requiring a lot of books, says 
O'Neil. “There is a heavy 
demand for science resources 
freshman year,” she says. 

O'Neil says the administra- 
tion is reviewing the social stud- 
ies program at all grade levels. 

All materials will be dis- 
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played outside of O’Neil’s office 
on the second floor of the school 
administration building above 
the senior center on Whittier 
Court. O’Neil says the move to 
make the materials available 
came at the behest of the School 
Committee. “The committee 
requested we put out some kind 
of a display,” says O'Neil. 

There will also be a feedback 
sheet soliciting parent reaction 
to the materials, says O’Neil. 
The administration will still 
judge the curriculum by specific 
state standards, but parents’ 
input is welcomed, she says. 
“We'll be looking specifically 
for their impressions of the 
material,” says O’ Neil. 

Committee member Art Bar- 
ber says this and other recent 
steps that open curriculum deci- 
sions and the superintendent’s 
evaluation process to public 
scrutiny are not responses to 
moves that brought the commit- 
tee and administration criticism. 
Barber also worked with mem- 
ber Christopher Smith recently 
to gather public input on Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach’s pro- 
fessional performance. 

The school administration 
received parent criticism this 
school year for not giving par- 
ents enough warning about a 
change to the seventh grade 
math program. The committee 
also received criticism for not 
revealing an agreement made to 
extend the superintendent's con- 
tract and signed on behalf of the 
committee by its chairwoman 
and Superintendent Claudia 
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Bach. 

Barber says the committee 
never intended to be secretive, 
but he appreciates any notice 
they get in their attempts to be 
open. He maintains that an open 
process is important. “Dialogue 
can’t be bad. From where I sit, 
there’s no benefit to making 
secret decisions,” said Barber. 
Barber says the decision not to 
announce the deal with Bach 
was meant to protect other nego- 
tiations. 

Barber says he has heard 
from parents about the math 
program and did ask O’Neil to 
let parents know what was hap- 
pening in the program. There 
was a “brown-bag lunch” ses- 
sion for seventh-grade parents 
last week to discuss the “Con- 
nected Math Project.” Boston 
College professor Anne Collins 
spoke. There will be another 
such meeting about CMP for 
sixth-grade parents. 

Next Tuesday night at 7:30 
p.m. the committee will hear 
Principal Peter Anderson’s 
analysis of Andover High 
School’s block schedule, as 
compared to the more common 
eight period schedule that some 
other high schools use, says 
Barber. 

“I’ve been asking Peter 
Anderson to present what I call 
‘Block schedule for dummies,’” 
he says. There will also be a pre- 
sentation on special education 
by Pupil Personnel Director 
Susan O’Brien, another topic 
that is receiving attention, says 
Barber. 
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School candidates offer plans to reduce school spending

School Committee challengers Tom Deso and 
write-in candidate Debra Silberstein do not sup- 
port a Proposition 24 tax override to solve the 
schools budget deficit this year. Incumbent candi- 
date Richard “Dick” Collins would only support a 
townwide override. 

All three have ideas for handling the $1.5 mil- 
lion deficit between the superintendent’s budget 
request and what the town manager recommends 
for the schools. (All candidates have been asked 
by the League of Women Voters to present a plan 
that would bridge this budget gap if the superin- 
tendent’s request is not met. Some referred to the 
plans they are putting together in response to the 
League question, which will run in the Townsman 
next week.) 


Candidates debate March 11 


The League of Women Voters of Andover/North 
Andover will conduct their annual Candidates Debate 
on Thursday, March 11th at 7 p.m. at Andover 
Memorial Hall Library. 

The event is free and open to the public. 

This event is an opportunity for Andover citizens 
to learn more about each of the candidates and their 
stands on the issues confronting Andover.Candidates 
who have been invited include John Hess, Raymond 
Hender, and Alex Vispoli who are vying for two open 
seats on the Board of Selectmen; Richard Collins, 
Thomas Deso, and Debra Silberstein (write-in), vying 
for two open seats on the School Committee; James 
Doherty, incumbent candidate for Town Moderator; 
and James Cuticchia candidate for the Andover 
Housing Authority. 
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Debra Silberstein 

Former Finance Committee member Silber- 
stein will present a plan that will bridge the $1.5 
million budget gap without cutting teachers or 
eliminating programs. She said her plan is one 
option among many that will close the gap without 
cutting services. “That doesn’t 
mean that every department 
shouldn't look for ways to 
maximize their use of taxpay- 
ers’ dollars,” said Silberstein. 

Silberstein does not support 
an override this year. “I think 
there are ways to close the gap 
within existing revenues and 
within the existing budget,” 
said Silberstein. 

Silberstein said she would 
level-fund capital improvement 
projects, reduce the health 
insurance estimate from a 20-percent to 15-per- 
cent increase and delay a $475,000 plan to reno- 
vate the Collins Center, putting all of the $475,000 
into the operating budget. She said the town could 
also use half of it now and save the other half in an 
account for another year. Silberstein said she could 
also substantially reduce the $500,000 the schools 
plan to pay into unemployment insurance. 

Silberstein’s plan takes into account Andover 
High School Principal Peter Anderson’s 
announcement that he will need fewer teachers 
and less money to meet the state mandate to add 
classroom hours. Silberstein stressed the plan uses 
the numbers currently available and that the bud- 
get scenario will continue to change.

Deso said he believes final state aid and health 
insurance figures will create a school budget 
deficit much smaller than the projected $1.5 mil- 
lion. 

Deso does not support the superintendent's 
current request to add teachers 
at Andover High School to 
meet a state mandate — which 
accounts for almost $700,000 
of the current deficit.

Voters. The event drew about 65 
people, almost all of them town 
officials and employees. Offi- 
cials reviewed the proposed 
$116 million town budget for fis- 
cal year 2005 and talked about 
possible ways to narrow the 
potential deficit. 

Among the handful of people 
who do not serve the town in 
some capacity were Ellen and 
Greg Sebasky, who have a 
daughter at the high school and 
said they want to see how class 
time will be restored following 
the layoffs of 10 teachers there 
last year. 

“Like most families, we can’t 
accept directed study as a way of 
satisfying the 990-hour require- 
ment,” Greg Sebasky said. 

“It's very important to restore 
the services cut at Andover High 
last year.” said Ellen Sebasky. a 
member of the school’s Parent 
Advisory Council. 

The couple said that, like 
many other parents, they believe 
the town needs to give the 
schools more money. if neces- 
sary by collecting more taxes. 
“We're very supportive of the 
(tax) override. but it obviously 
hasn't been positioned very 
well.” Greg Sebasky said. 

A Proposition 2” override. 
which would allow taxes to 
increase more than 2.5 percent 
next year if approved by the 
town, was the last item officials 
presented on a list of possible 
solutions. As moderator Diana 
Walsh of the League of Women 
Voters read off the pros and cons 
for each option, she noted a tax 
override could be a divisive issue 
in the community if it came to a 
vote. 

An override would have to be 
approved at Town Meeting on 
April 26 or 27 and then in a bal- 
lot vote. The Town Meeting war-

staff running Andover’s 10 
schools — including the two- 
year-old Wood Hill Middle and 
High Plain Elementary schools

Audience members at the 
senior-center forum had a diffi- 
cult time viewing graphics con- 
cerning Bach's proposed spend- 
ing due to the graphics’ small 
size.

Some concemed parents who 
watched the presentation and 
said they believe the schools are 
underfunded were not satisfied 
with Bach's presentation. 

Yvonne Allen, of Summer 
Street, said the presentation 
made it seem as if there is “arro- 
gance” on the School Commit- 
tee and that the superintendent 
“doesn't think about the peo- 
ple.” 

But Allen also said she is 
worried additional school pro- 
gram cuts will further hurt the

school system’s image and 
deprive students. She said many 
Andover High graduates are 
success stories, but she worries 
that, as finances are reduced, the 
school will lose its edge. 
“Things are very tough for a lot 
of people, and we all have our 
positions. And I think we really 
need to think about the big pic- 
ture.” she said. “We're going to 
have fewer and fewer of those 
success (stories).” 

Kate McHugh. of Wolcott 
Avenue, said she moved to 
Andover partly for the schools 
and partly to join a town with a 
true community feel. But during 
this tight budget year, even 
someone who refers to herself 
as a “relative newcomer’ said 
she can see tension about the 
budget between school and 
town departments. 

“| just think this whole issue 
is dividing the town,” said 
McHugh. 

During Friday's budget 
forum, officials gave brief 
explanations and breakdowns of 
their proposed spending plans 
for fiscal year 2005. 
Stapezynski said his proposed 
$116,164,752 budget is bal- 
anced, but will offer fewer ser- 
vices. 

“I am committed to a budget 
that maintains staff levels.” said 
Stapezynski. “We do not have 
funds in the budget for cost-of- 
living increases.” 

He said he was able to pro- 
vide level funding to depart- 


ments. But maintaining funding 
does not maintain the same level 
of services from year to year, as 
costs rise, he said. Stapezynski 
said he hopes the town will be in 
a better financial situation next 
year, but could not guarantee 
residents that would be the case. 
He said the town will “continue 
to examine and increase fees as 
needed.” 

Joanne Marden, Finance 
Committee chairwoman, said 
the $1.5 million in additional 
funding that the school depart- 
ment is seeking could serve sev- 
eral purposes in town if the 
money was available, such as 
funding a 2.5-percent pay raise 
for town and school employees 
that is currently absent from the 
budget, or maintaining property 
taxes at the current rate. 

“It's very easy to argue for 
more and more. It’s very diffi- 
cult to find,” said Marden. 

Marden said much of the 
town’s funds cannot be trans- 
ferred from one department to 
another, so cutting certain pro- 
grams or even departments 
would not realistically free up 
the money the schools are hop- 
ing for. Marden used the 
Department of Community Ser- 
vices as an example. Although 
the department has a $670,000 
budget, if it was eliminated that 
would only free up $150,000. 
This is partly because DCS gen- 
erates revenue for the town 
through user fees and attracts 
grant money to Andover.

It’s High time for mini-redistricting, not ‘wait and see’ 


Editor. Townsman: 

There are a number of par- 
ents in the High Plain Elemen- 
tary school district concerned 
with overcrowding at the school 
who would like school adminis- 
trators to reconsider a mini- 
redistricting effective September 
2004. 

High Plain Elementary has 
faced overcrowding concerns 
since it opened in 2002 and the 
school is projected to be at 102 
to 106 percent of capacity across 
the next five years. Study-team 
recommendations to market 
Shawsheen School and promote 
school choice are not expected 
to significantly impact enroll- 
ment. A recommendation to 
move into two available class- 
rooms at Wood Hill Middle 
School for “probably no more 
than the next four to five years” 
artificially increases the class- 
room capacity at High Plain 


Keep High Plain intact 


Editor, Townsman: 


We know the High Plain Elementary School 
enrollment review has been a very sensitive issue 
and we appreciate everyone's efforts. We would 
like to acknowledge everyone who participated 
This includes Superintendent Claudia Bach and the 
entire Schoo] Committee, who all took the time to 
address this issue and supported the recommenda- 
tions to keep our community intact. 

Let us now refocus our efforts on continuing to 
build our school community and address the issue 
of the $1.5 million deficit in the schools budget 


without relieving the strain on 
core facilities. 

West Elementary is currently 
190 students under capacity and 
this trend is projected to contin- 
ue through 2008. A mini-redis- 
tricting between High Plain and 
West elementary schools of 65 
to 75 students, perhaps with 
grandfathering, clauses, would 
be the most effective means of 
realigning these bordering 
schools. We understand that 
redistricting is an emotional 
issue and that it is a painful 
process for both parents and 
children alike, but short-term 
solutions will not solve this 
long-term problem. 

The previous redistricting 
effort targeted 90-percent occu- 
pancy of all elementary schools, 
but underestimated the growth 
in the West Andover area. The 
continued pace of both new con- 
struction and the turnover of 


existing homes indicates that 
this problem will only worsen. 

It is natural to want to avoid 

contentious issues and difficult 

decisions. It would be easy to 

put-off a mini-redistricting deci- 

sion for another year or two and 

continue to deal with over- 

crowding, but at some point we 

need to recognize that, while we 

“wait and see,” children will 

have completed a significant 

portion of their elementary- 

school education in an unneces- 

sarily crowded environment.

From Massachusetts to Mali 


Editor, Townsman: 

When I was told I was going 
to be going to Mali in the sum- 
mer of 2001, I did not know I 
would be without toilet paper in 
my village. I was not even told I 
would be without a toilet. I did 
not know where Mali is, that the 
official language is French and 
that the famous city of Timbuktu 
is within its borders. But I did 
know that I wanted to experience 
life outside America, learn 
another language, and take part 
in the development of a country 
such as Mali. 

Having never lived anywhere 
but Massachusetts I had no idea 
what to expect. 

Now I am a Peace Corps vol- 
unteer beginning my third year 
in Mali. Mali is a developing 
country about the size of Texas 
in West Africa. Developing 
countries are economically poor, 
especially in terms of infrastruc- 
ture, sanitation and health care. 

I am writing this letter to cel- 
ebrate the Peace Corps’ 43rd 
birthday worldwide and its 33rd 
year in Mali. Peace Corps started 
in 1961 when President John F. 
Kennedy signed the Peace Corps 
Act of that year. 

The three goals of Peace 
Corps are (1) to learn the lan- 
guage and customs of the com- 
munity the volunteer lives in, (2) 
to teach that community about 
life in America, and (3) to pro- 
vide technical assistance to the 
community. The first two goals 
are far more important than the 
last. 

Peace Corps has given thou- 
sands of volunteers the opportu- 
nity to better themselves by 
learning about another country. 
At the same time is offers the 
host country contact with Amer- 
ica besides what it gets from

B-action movies and Madonna 
stickers. The idea is that cultures 
are exchanged. Questions of 
how best to aid a developing 
country are always difficult to 
answer, but whether people are 
American or Malian, they tend 
to see a huge benefit in finding 
out how life in other countries 
really is. 

My host father in the city of 
Kayes, a large city near the bor- 
der of Senegal and Mauritania, 
always reminds me how impor- 
tant it is to travel, learning other 
languages, eating with one’s 
hands when it’s appropriate and 
eating with a fork when that is 
the custom of one’s surround- 
ings. It amazes me, because 
sometimes I forget why I came 
here, and when a Malian 
reminds me it is even better 
because I know I am not the only 
one who is trying to understand a 
different culture. 

“Jatigi” is a Bambara (Mali’s 
national language; French its 
official language) word for host 
family. But jatigi means so much 
more than that. One’s jatigi is a 
cultural guide in the case of a 
foreigner, a source of housing 
and food, but, most importantly, 
one’s family. In Mali, a jatigi 
may take a boarder in for months 
at a time without the boarder 
paying a dime. 

There are truly too many 
places not to go to and I feel for- 
tunate for my experience with 
the Peace Corps to have lived in 
Mali, and seen its best and worst. 
Being there helped me realize 
what to appreciate about Ameri- 
ca and what to strive to improve.

Gays’ civil marriages would not affect others’ rights 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am compelled to respond to 
John Carlson’s letter (“Writer 
offers justification of traditional 
marriage,’ Townsman, Feb. 19), 
which I find so troubling that I 
hardly know where to start. I 
question his assertion that “mar- 
riage has been ... defined as 
being solely between one man 
and one woman.” I am unaware 
of any official state definition of 
marmiage under civil law. What 
Carlson must mean is that 
because our society has only 
ever allowed heterosexual mar- 
riage, it must be defined that 
way. This is a bit circular. Let us 
not forget that in this country’s 
original Constitution, slaves 
were defined as three-fifths of a 
person. Definitions, to the extent 
they formally exist, can change. 

I address the remainder of 
Carlson’s contentions by the 
same categories he assigned. 

Human rights: If homosexu- 
als in our country have the same 
rights as everyone else, Carlson 
and | must live in different coun- 


tries. Did the law recently 
change to allow the estate of an 
intestate, homosexual citizen to 
automatically pass to his or her 
partner? No. Further, Carlson 
claims prohibiting same-sex 
mariage is just a “recognition of 
a physical reality.’ Whose phys- 
ical reality? The suggestion that 
marriage can be reduced to noth- 
ing more than heterosexual sex 
ignores the myriad of other rea- 
sons people choose to marry, not 
the least of which is committing 
one’s heart and soul to another 
person for the rest of their lives. 

Social justice: Carlson’s list 
of legal rights to which homo- 
sexuals are “mostly already” 
entitled (which, by the way, they 
are not) directly contradicts his 
claim that “gays in our country 
have the same rights and protec- 
tions as any citizen.” 

Political process: American 
courts have always been vehicles 
for social change, particularly 
when legislatures are slow to 
respond to the need for it. Is

Gays do not have equal rights 


Editor, Townsman: 

As suggested by John Carl- 
son in a letter published in the 
Feb. 19 Townsman, I have 
thought through the reasons he 
suggested for opposing same- 
gender marriage, but have found 
them all to be fallacious. 

¢ Human rights: Obviously, 
gays and lesbians are not permit- 
ted to exercise the same rights 
and privileges as others. If they 
were, there would be no issue. 
Not only are their families not 
accorded the same recognition 
and respect as the families of 
heterosexual couples, it costs 
them about 15 percent in addi- 
tional family income to pay for 
the tangible benefits (e.g., health 
insurance, tax-filing status) that 
marriage brings. 

* Social justice: The benefits 
that come with a marriage cer- 
tificate are estimated to number 
more than 1,400. To try to make 
these available to same-gender 
couples by legislation would be 
a complex process that would 
never be fully completed. Let’s 
just let these loving families into 
the club now, so we can move on 
to addressing issues (primarily 
economic) that are affecting 
most of us, gay and straight 
alike, adversely. 

* Political process: To equate 
our judges with Iranian clerics is 
outrageous. The former are try- 
ing to protect the rights of 
minorities, the latter the power 
and authority of their theocracy. 
The SJC did not overturn any 
law, as Carlson suggested; they 


were interpreting existing law in 
light of the strong equality lan- 
guage in our state constitution. 
They were doing their job. It is 
immoral to have the rights of 
minority groups determined by 
referenda. Fortunately, this is not 
the American way, or we would 
still have racially segregated 
facilities and bans on interracial 
marriage in many states. 
¢ Societal good: Carlson 
points out that public policy 
should support “societal good.” 
Here we are in agreement. Peo- 
ple who don’t know a family 
with two moms or two dads, 
should get to know one; people 
don’t have to go outside 
Andover to find them.

Invest in kids, 
not just town’s 
infrastructure

on the successful youth-founda- 
tion telethon and made a hair 
razing sacrifice, but he continu- 
ally offers his energy, dedication, 
integrity, treless efforts, loyalty 
and devotion to the youth of 
Andover.

Bill 
does such a miraculous job of 
maximizing every cent in his 
small budget to get the most pro- 
grams that I believe the town 
leaders unintentionally take 
advantage of him and figure he 
can keep getting by on less 
money. Considering how many 
young people live in town and 
have a need for services, it is 
shocking that Andover Youth 
Services only has a staff of three 
and a budget for programs of 
less than $20,000.

George LeMaitre, an Andover 
author and a Catholic, plans to see the 
movie today, Thursday. When word of 
The Passion first broke, LeMaitre had two 
thoughts on it. First: that it was perfect Re 
timing for his book, Crucified Under Pon- 
tius Pilate, a fictional novel about the life 
of Pontius Pilate narrated by Claudia 
Procula, the wife of Pontius Pilate. Sec- 
ond: that Christians should boycott the 
Mel Gibson movie. Although hype sur- 
rounding the movie has stirred up interest 
in his book, he said the two are very dif- 
ferent stories — likely provoking different 
reactions. 

Before the movie was released, 
LeMaitre wrote a statement about boy- 
cotting The Passion. 

“There will be gross scenes of torture 
and blood, something we Christians do 
not feel is necessary. I am Roman 
Catholic and loyal to Jesus. I do not need 
gross scenes showing a battered actor 
covered with red-tinged fluid to resemble 
blood,” he wrote. “I do not feel it is 
appropriate or wise to show these scenes 
at this time, and I have had many discus- 
sions with my Jewish brethren who feel 
the same way. No matter how the film 
depicts things, it will inevitably lead to 
greater and greater feelings of anti-Semi- 
tism ... I call on all Catholics and all 
Christians to boycott this film. Stop it at 
the box office. There are two million 
Catholics in the archdiocese of Boston. 
How wonderful it would be if Catholics, 
in huge numbers, avoided this film, send- 
ing a message to the Mel Gibsons of the 
world that such grotesque messages are 
not needed in our times and will not be 
supported in our already battered church.” 

LeMaitre said his call to boycott may 
have been premature, but he does worry 
the film has potential to raise anti-Semitic 
feelings in some viewers. He said the 
main reason he is seeing the film is 
because many people have been asking 
him about it with relation to his book. 
“My book is designed to exonerate the 
Jewish people,” he said. 

LeMaitre said his book is a combina- 
tion of fiction, fantasy and history, and is 
not intended for one particular religious 
denomination. LeMaitre said his book 
incorporates both the Jewish and Christ- 
ian views of Pontius Pilate. He said 
gospel writers portrayed Pontius Pilate as 
a weak leader who gave into the Jews, 
while Jewish historians have painted him 
as a more aggressive and harsh ruler. “I 
have tried to show him in both roles,” 
said LeMaitre. 

“I have no need to have a Hollywood 
producer like Mel Gibson tell me what 
I’m supposed to believe,” he said. “I don’t 
think it does my religion any good.” 
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Father Rick Conway. of 
St. Robert Bellarmine Church in 
Andover, has not seen the movie, but 
believes he will. 

“I think I have to, if the people in my 
parish are going to see it,” said Conway. 

Conway did not want to speculate on 
the content of the movie without seeing 
it. He, like many people, is aware the 
movie contains violent scenes, but as for 
any sort of message it sends out, he said 
he will have to see it for himself. 

“There have been other religious 
films. It’s not the first and it won't be the 
last,” said Conway. “The story doesn’t 
end there. That's the important thing to 
remember.”

He 
attended the opening day matinee with 
a mixed group of Jews and Christians 
and discussed the movie after the 
show. 

“It was very interesting to see it 
with Christians,” said Goldstein.

Goldstein said he imagines interpre- 
tations of the movie will probably be 
linked strongly to people’s faiths.

For Christians it is likely to both 
tell a story and be an illustration of 
their faith, he said.

In honor of women’s history month, Max Dashu, independent 
scholar and founder of the Suppressed Histories Archives, will give 
a slide lecture entitled “Priestesses” this Sunday, March 7, at 7 p.m. 
at the Unitarian Universalist Congregation, 6 
Locke St. 

Her talk is described by organizers as “an 
illuminating voyage through ancient art and 
rare, modern photos of priestesses performing 
the sacraments.” “Priestesses” will survey an 
ancient stronghold of female power, in tribute to 
the female spiritual leaders of Africa, Asia, 
Europe, the Americas, Australia, and the Pacif- 
ic. 

The talk will discuss ways in which holy 
women have wielded public power and leader- 
ship, being more visible historically than most 
women and being accorded honor and power in 
their own right. It will illustrate how their authority tends to tran- 
scend divisions into religious and political spheres, with priestesses 
often leading liberation movements. 

According to Dashu, many indigenous cultures have upheld 
female spiritual authority, while imperial and feudal societies have 
suppressed its open expression. She notes that temple women dis- 
appeared from western Asia, patrician Rome tried to stamp out 
women’s mysteries, witches were burned across Europe, and man- 
darins persecuted the Wu. Still, she adds, female resistance bubbles 
under the surface of “major” religions, in forms that are officially 
dismissed as “cults.” 

Dashu’s lecture is part of the ninth annual Women’s Spirituality 
Series, a program offered by the Adult Education Committee of the 
Unitarian Universalist Congregation in Andover. The lecture is free 
and open to the public.

No article taken in pawn by such pawnbroker shall be disposed of otherwise than as above provided, any agreement or 
contract between the parties thereto to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Articles of personal apparel shall not be deemed to be of perishable nature within the meaning of this section.

No pawnbroker shall loan money secured by a deposit or pledge of firearm, rifle, shotgun or machine gun. 
No pawnbroker shall hold a license to sell, rent, or lease a firearm, rifles, shotguns, or machine guns. 

Add a new section VIII: 

Vill. Charges 

Licensed pawnbrokers may charge the following rates of interest: 


(a) For loans up to and including twenty-five dollars ($25), five percent a month (and each fraction thereof at 
the same rate). 


(b) For loans over twenty-five dollars ($25), three percent a month (and each fraction thereof at the same rate) 


No such pawnbrokers shall charge or receive any greater rate of interest and interest shall be determined on the precise 
sum advanced by the lender. 


No pawnbroker shall make or receive any extra charge or fee for storage, care or safe-keeping of any goods, articles or 
thing pawned with him.
